W i n t e r T r e a t m e n t o f H e n * . 


During cold weather is tho time when most 
people complain that their hens do not lay.— 
Of course, to obtain eggs in winter requires 
more and better attention than in summer, 
but they can be had. 
Compliance with a few 
simple conditions is all that is necessary. 
In 
the first place, give your hens sunlight Have 
their quarters so constructed that they can 
readily get into the direct rays of the sun ; 
and make them in all respects warm and com­ 
fortable. 
Secondly give them varied food 
principally the various grains, the most desi­ 
rable of which is corn, but alternate this with 
oats, buckwhca*, wheat and potatoes. Pota­ 
toes boiled and mashed and fed to fowls warm 
is a most excellent winter food. I would re­ 
commend a part of the corn to be fed whole, 
and this at night, for the reason that it di­ 
gests slowly, and they need something to 
stand by them through the long nights. 
In 
the morning feed ground food for the reason 
that the night’s food bas been all digested, and 
they need such food as they can appropriate 
at once. 
When the weather is very cold, wet 
up the meal with hot water, as it will warm 
them up and make them comfortable. 
A very important part of the egg is in the 
shell, in fact an egg without a shell does not 
amouut to much. 
Unless the hen bas mate­ 
rial for shell, the other preparations for eggs 
are pretty much void. 
In winter, bens have 
little chance to secure shell material for them­ 
selves, therefore it must be furnished for them. 
This 'can be done by pounding oyster or clam 
shell*, and feeding them twice a week or so. 
I use bone meal, which is an excellent prepar­ 
ation, though more expensive than the oth­ 
ers. 
Always give hens access to gravel. 
A hen is domestic in lls nature and habits, 
as a cow or sheep; and this principle must be 
respected. 
It is a true maxim, that " a hap­ 
py hen is a laying hen.” Keep your hens In 
fear, or in a strange place, or abuse them and 
they will not under such conditions be dis­ 
posed to rear their progeny; hence they will 
lay few eggs. 
The policy of breeders gener­ 
ally is that of kindness, and it holds good 
here as elsewhere. Secure a good breed of 
fow ls, feed well with Hie food we have al­ 
ready suggested,! md feed regularly, varying 
occasionally with vegetables, and now and 
then some animal foot). Water is of course 
good for a hen as for all animals, together 
with clean quarter* and comfort all around.— 
In rearing chickens, keep them growing 
without interruption, by feeding alt they will 
I) ar until they have attained maturity. They 
will bt? larger and lay sooner. 
Young bens 
are best for laying. 
A good cross is as good 
as a single blood; but all crosses are not 
equally good. The pure bloods are safest.— 
Get these aud abide by them, getting fresh 
infusions of the same strain from abroad thro’ 
the male. 
Iii this way hen keeping for eggs 
can be made both safe aud profitable.—D. C.

S a n d e d S n p e r p h o s p h a t e . 
The “ Bulletin of the Bussey Institute,"just 
issued, is a pamphlet ot 80 pages, and is 
chiefly occupied with three papers by Prof. 
Starer, giving account of various agricultural 
chemical investigations, and with a paper by 
Dr. Slade, on “ The Humane Destruction of 
Animals.'’ Prof. Starer’* first paper is a re­ 
port of analyses of 24 samples of commercial 
fertilizers, or of materials used in their manu­ 
facture. Ten samples of “ Superphosphate,” 
obtained in the Boston markets, showed an 
average value, by Prof. Starers computation, 
of 135.75; while the average cost was $57 per 
tan I One of them, costing f 60, was valued 
at $22, and contained 29 per cent, of sand I 
Prof. Starer remarks that “ the continued 
sale, year after year, of enormous quantities 
of very poor fertilizers, shows concldsively 
that there must be hosts of farmers who are 
still unconscious that their money could be 
spent to better purpose." These analyses 
ought to open the eyes of the consumers of 
fertilizers in Eastern Massachusetts; but this 
kind of evidence is not appreciated by “hosts 
of farmers,” and it woald seem that the dis­ 
honest or incompetent manufacturers and 
vendors will all have time to get rich before 
their victims discover that they have been

W inter T reatm en t o f Hens. 
During cold weather is the time when most 
people complain that their hens do not lay.— 
Of coarse, to obtain eggs in winter requires 
more and better attention than In summer, 
but they can be bad. Compliance with a few 
simple conditions is all that is necessary. In 
the first place, give your hens sunlight. Have 
their quarters so constructed that they can 
readily get into the direct rays of the sun ; 
and make them in all respects warm and com­ 
fortable. Secondly give them varied food 
principally the various grains, the most desi­ 
rable of which is corn, but alternate this with 
oats, buckwheat, wheat and potatoes. Pota­ 
toes boiled and mashed and fed to fowls warm 
is a most excellent winter food. I would re­ 
commend a part oí the corn to be fed whole, 
and this at night, for the reason that It di­ 
gests slowly, and they need something to 
stand by them through the long nights. In 
the morning feed ground food for the reason 
that the night’s food has been all digested,and 
they need such food as they can appropriate 
at once. When the weather is very cold, wet 
up the meal with hot water, as it will warm 
them up and make them comfortable. 
A very important part of the egg is in the 
shell, in fact an egg without a shell does not 
amount to much. Unless the hen has mate­ 
rial for shell, the other preparations for eggs 
are pretty much void. In winter, hens have 
little chance to secure shell material for them­ 
selves, therefore it must be furnished for them. 
This ‘can be done by pounding oyster or clam 
shells, and feeding them twice a week or so. 
I use bone meal, which is an excellent prepar­ 
ation, though more expensive than the oth­ 
ers. Always give hens access to gravel. 
A lien is domestic in its nature and habits, 
as a cow or sheep; and this principle must be 
respected. It is a true maxim, that “ a hap­ 
py lien is a laying ben.” Keep your heus in 
fear, or in a strange place, or abuse them and 
they will not under such conditions be dis­ 
posed to rear their progeny; hence they will 
lay few eggs. The policy of breeders gener­ 
ally is that of kindness, and it holds good 
here as elsewhere. Secure a good breed of 
fowls, feed well with the food we have al­ 
ready suggested,! ind feed regularly, varying 
occasionally with vegetables, and now and 
then some animal food. Water is of course 
good for a hen as for all animals, together 
with clean quarters and comfort all around.— 
In rearing chickens, keep them growing 
without interruption, by feeding all they will 
bsar until they have attained maturity. They 
will be larger and lay sooner. Young hens 
are best for laying. A good cross is as good 
as a single blood; but all crosses are not 
equally good. The pure bloods are safest.— 
Get these and abide by them, getting fresh 
infusions of the same strain from abroad thro' 
the male. In this way hen keeping for eggs 
can be made both safe and profitable.—D. C.

S a n d e d S u p e r p h o sp h a te . 
The “ Bulletin of the Bussey Institute,’’just 
issued, is a pamphlet of 80 pages, and is 
chiefly occupied with three papers by Prof. 
Storer, giviug account of various agricultural 
chemical investigations, and with a paper by 
Dr. Slade, on “ The Humane Destruction of 
Animals.” Prof. Storer’s first paper Is a re­ 
port of analyses of 24 samples of commercial 
fertilizers, or of materials used in their manu­ 
facture. Ten samples of “ Superphosphate,” 
obtained in the Boston markets, showed an 
average value, by Prof. Storer’s computation, 
of $35.75; while the average cost was $57 per 
ton I One of them, costing $60, was valued 
at $22, and contained 29 per cent, oí sand! 
Prof. Storer remarks that “ the continuad 
sale, year after year, of euormous quantities 
of very poor fertilizers, show’s conclusively 
that there must be bosis of farmers who are 
still unconscious that their money could be 
spent to better purpose.” These analyses 
ought to open the eyes of the consumers or 
fertilizers in Eastern Massachusetts; but this 
kind of evidence is not appreciated by “hosts 
of farmers,” and it would seem that the dis­ 
honest or incompetent manufacturers and 
vendors will all have time to get rich before 
tbeir victims discover that they have been 
swindled.

✓ 
tiie ¡People. 
Whiio it is unfortunate that the Referee in 
the Schoonmaker and Cooper case could not 
give another hearing until the second of 
April, still such substantial progress was 
made that the people of Ulster county, who 
are the principal parties interested, can form 
an intelligent opiuion as Lo the conduct of the 
suit and the merits of llie Brodiiead case. 
- The evidence presented makes it clear that it 
would be the grossest disregard ol justice am 
even of common decency to do other than 
press the case to the end. 
Wc have given the Fullest possible report of 
the testimony from day to day. The public 
must b ar In mind that this is not a trial of 
the Brodhcad case, hence the counsel for the 
county were restricted in the evidence, their 
most important being yet in reserve for the 
t dal of the cause proper. But the testimony 
a knitted very effectually disposes of the prin 
cipal points of the case. 
As lo the animus of the case: John C 
Brodiiead was shown to be a defaulter to tiie 
county of Ulster in the sum of $100,000, in 
round numbers, and The Freeman in 
sisted that he should he 
prosecuted 
The 
counsel 
appointed, 
Seboonmafeer 
and Cooper, were ready to try every­ 
body else but Brodiiead. When the prosecu­ 
tion was urged by The Freeman it was assert­ 
ed that it was a persecution of an unfortunate 
man pressed by Thomas Cornell and his son- 
iu-law, S. I). Coykeudull, who sought to get 
Brodiiead in a light spotin order to “squeeze” 
lihn into selling property below its value, and 
it was charged lio hud been compelled to sell 
his railroad bonds underprice through fear of 
going to prison. And yet Mr. Coykendall, 
being brought upon the stand, swears that Ire 
'‘'oftered to loan Brodiiead $303,000 lo meet 
bis deficiency, thus giving him ample time, if 
he could produce reasonable securities. Is 
there another man in the whole county who 
would have carried such an amount for anoth­ 
er? This evidence clearly shows Mr. Brod­ 
hcad was under no necessity of selling his 
bonds if he had iho securities ho ought to 
have had in Ids hands as Treasurer. 
Besides 
disposing of the charge fcof persecution, this 
fact furnishes additional evidence that Brod- 
liead had neither tho cash nor the-assets with 
which to make his county account good, and 
points unmistakably to what has been clear lo 
many—that the claims of $25,000 for stolen 
bonds and $27,000 loaned on the railroad 
mortgage, were after-thoughts born of neces­ 
sity.Regarding the $25,000 package alleged to 


have been stolen, no reasonable man can fail 
0 see that Mr. Foland’s testimony, stinted, 
areful and tinclurrd as it plainly is, points 
reslstlbly to the coacluiiou that thai pack- 
.je was taken by Mr. Bro Idead him sod. Po­ 
land swears the package was put up at 
10 o’clock at ldgbt, which implies some special 
haste. Mr. Brodiiead goes to Now York the 
next morning. Why put up a package so 
late at night unless for him to tako with him ? 
He goc3 to the city and returns nnd 13 taken 
sick; while sick ha is delirious, and Mr. Po­ 
land swears ho asks him about the bonds, and 
ho assures bltn they are all right, “supposing 
they are in New York.” Why did he suppose i 
they were in New York? Mr. Foland’s "sup­ 
posing’’ can be explained in only ope of two 
ways; first, he either supposed they were in 
New York because Brodiiead was to have ta­ 
sen, and did lake, them with liira to New 
York; or, second. Foland had, upon Brod- 
bead’a talking about the package when de­ 
lirious, examined the safe,aud,not finding the 
bonds there concluded they were in New York. 
If Mr. Foland had had any doubt where those 
bonds were, the most natural, if not the very 
first, thing ho would have done when they 
were spoken of, would have been to examine 
the safe. He doe3 not swear that lie did not. 
look for them; if he did not, lie was either 
certain where they were, or lie acted in a most 
unnatural way, as any one else under the cir­ 
cumstances would have ransacked the sale.

As regards the $27,000 mortgage the point 
is clearly established that Brodiiead was not 
authorized lo loan upon it, while Mr. Ileck- 
e.r’s testimony indicates (which in fact was al­ 
so once asserted by Mr. Brodiiead over ins 
own signature) that Brodhcad bought the 
mortgage, Mr. II. says for $5,000, and Mr. 
Hecker was unable on ex induing the railroad 
company’s books to tiud any entries of any 
loan by Brodhcad to the company.

TutlilH’s testimony is very emphatic and in­ 
disputable that tliQ New Bond Committee au­ 
thorized the loan only upon the note of the 
President of the R- & O. R. U. Co., with the 
mortgage assigned to the Committee, besides 
railroad bonds at fifty cents on the dollar as 
additional security; and Mr. Brodhead’s claim 
to have loaned $27,030 on the mortgage is 
nothing loss than an assertion that lie \ lolu- 
ted the express and peremptory command;

other members of the Committee. 
We have thus briefly sketched the main 
points of tiie evidence produced at this.siitius 
of the Referee. It points to the inevitable re 
opening of the case. Now let the committee 
see that it is prosecuted to the bitter cn 
The public expect it, and will*not be salisfi. 
uutil the whole of the huge mass of corrup­ 
tion and villainy that has polluted the air of 
Ulster county so long is fully exposed and 
he rascals condignly pan!died. Whoever 
they are, let them be brought before the pub­ 
lic aud condemned by the popular voice. Th 
case cannot be abandoned by the county 
without disgrace to itself and the encourage 
inenl and continuance of knavery. As to the 
old bounty frauds, with which it was sought

At the opening about two 
hundred ladies were present. 51 rs. Doctor 
French, a well-known lady, presided. Prior 
to tho opening exercises reporters were re­ 
quested to withdraw and the proceedings were 
conducted secretly. The number of ladies in­ 
creased and by four o'clock nearly 1,000 were 
in and around the chapel. Tiie ladies, afler 
long discussion, decided to commence a cru­ 
sade against the liquor dealers at once and 
for that purpose they delegated twenty of their 
numbers, who prodeeded to three suloon3 in 
the vicinity, around which they sang aud 
prayed. The proprietors had heard that some­ 
thing of the kind was in progress aud when 
they saw the ladies approaching they closed 
their doors. The first saloon visited was that 
of Chris. Hogenlocliens, Susquehanna avenue 
and Fifth street. They met the proprietor aud 
the following conversation ensued: 
“ Can we hold a prayer meeting ?” 
“ Certainly not. I have no room in which 
to hold a prayer-meeting.” 
“ Can we pray in a bed-room? ” 
“ No; it would disturb the boarders.” 
“ Do you sell drink?” 
“ I do not to drunkards. I pay my license 
and I am protected by law.” 
They then sang and prayed around the es­ 
tablishment aud left. The saloons of A. 
Kramer and John Oberholser in the vicinity 
were then visited. The doors were closed at 
tiie latter place, and they sang and prayed at 
a side door. A number of roughs gathered, 
who ridiculed the proceedings so much that 
one of the ladies wept. The proprietor called 
the police, but they refused to interfere. Aft» r 
leaving the saloous the delegation returned to 
the chapel, where the meeting was auxiously 
awaiting them. When 51 rs. Dr. French, who 
led the delegation, entered the door she 
stretched out both hands and cried, “ Victory 
is ours! We have won.” After singing aud 
praying, the meeting adjourned. Numbers ol 
prominent saloous 011 Chestnut street to-day 
received written notices which stated that the 
ladie3 in a body would soon call on them.

The two ideas were in­ 
consistent, inharmonious twins bound to­ 
gether by an unnatural ligament like those 
two now lying 0:1 the surgeon’s table in Phila­ 
delphia. England would be invited to partic­ 
ipate, and taking her seat ou the centennial 
bench would listen lo the arraignment of 
George III. and his tyrannical qualifications. 
Italy would have representatives of her two 
sovereigns, Victor Emanuel and lhu 4 IX. 
Germany would have a representative of her 
Emperor, wiio believed in right divine. Aus­ 
tria would be represented by her descoudcnt 
of Joseph II., who declined an introduction lo 
Benjamin Franklin, giving as a reason that 
his 
business 
was to be a royaiiat. 
Kings and queens, emperors, princes and 
potentates would be invited, and this repub ic 
would be expected lo welcome them, lie did 
not thin : they should be invited, us it would 
not be consistent with our own self-respect. 
Another thind, a world’s fair here would be 
different from one in Europe. Exhibitors 
would not have the same number of people 
r 3 are drawn by European exhibitions. We 
had but forty million people in this country, 
while the world’s fairs ol London, Paris and 
Vienna had all of Europe to patronize them. 
It would be premature lo attempt to hold a 
world’s fair here only three years after that at 
Vienna. He did not think the country able 
to incur the expense of this exhibition. 
51 r. FERI2LINGÜUY$EN, of New Jersey, 
said the country was abundantly able to incur 
the expense, and it was appropriates that the 
event should be commemorated in a manner 
that all mankiud niighc participate.

The defence Introduced in evidence the tes­ 
timony taken ‘upoq ihe Brodhead reference 
before Scott, with certain corrections. 
Ezekiel E. Elting, testified—I was a SupervP 
■or at one time, and on the Committee on 
County Accounts; during that time Cooper 
■poke to me about the mandamus cases of 
Foland, Roosa and Van Nostraml, and said 
there was no necessity of making so much 
expensa; that cno salt might bo tried, and 
that would determine the other cases. 
Cross-Examined—The talk was at No. C, 
Eagle Hotel; Cooper made the 'statem ent vol­ 
untarily; I think we were aloue; be said there 
was no use In trying but ons of the cases, a« 
a decision in one of the case3 would decide 
all of them. 
John D. Mowris testified—Am Supervisor 
of tbe towu of Marbletown; am acquainted 
with the wood lot embraced iu the $27,000 
mortgage; am acquainted with value of real 
estate in the vicinity of that wood lot; should 
judge the wood lot was worth not to exceed 
$85j an acre; about six years ago a quarry 
was opened upon it; worked by difl’erent par­ 
ties at intervals; otber quarries in its vicinity 
have been worked continually; I don’t consid­ 
er the wood land is a quarry lot. 
Cross-Examined—To draw the stono to 
the railroad is about four miles, and from the 
railroad to tide-water is fifteen miles; before 
the railroad was built stone were drawn fifteen 
mile3 to tide-water; since the improved facili­ 
ties for getting stone to market I don’t kuow 
about the title being in the railroad company 
or in Coykendall. 
Morgan Everson testified—Was one of the 
committee of the Board; when at the Treasu­ 
rer’s office Mr. Poland's attention was called 
to the fact as to whether there were any bonds 
in the safe, ho replied—(Tho Referee exclud. 
ad what Folandjreplicd.) 
Folaud opened tho 
safe. 
Cross-Examined—I .was Chairman of the 
Committee of Investigation; the committee 
made a report which I signed as Chairman, 
but of my own knowledge I can’t say that re­ 
port was correct and true. 
Da-Direct Examination—The $39,300 in 
bonds was exhibited to myself aud Scltoon- 
maker at Brodhead's house, and we there 
counted them; 1 never saw them in the Treas 
urer’s office; those were the $39,300 in bonds 
which passed to Brodhead’s successor. 
(It is admitted that on all the judgments 
read in evidence executions have been issued 
lo the Ulster County Sbenfi, and returned un­ 
satisfied.) 
F. S. McKinstry, recalled, to Mr. Fowler 
I have no doubt but that the report is correct 
which tho committee made in February, 1865, 
It is my reeollecliou and belief that the report 
of the committee made was correct aud true. 
Augustus Schoonmaker, Jr., testified for 
claimants—Am a practising lawyer; admit­ 
ted in September, 1853; was one of the attor­ 
neys in tho Brodhead case; I answered for

moderate retaining fee in an ordinary case 
involving difficult questions of law where there 
was from $10,000 lo $20,000 at issue; regard 
a retaining fee as part payment in a case and 
to be applied in part payment in the end; in 
sucli a case fur the labor of preparation, ex 
eluding the labor of trial, I should say from 
$500 to $1,000 would be a reasonable counsel 
fee, depending entirely upon the character of 
tho case and somewhat upon the parties: 
lawyer’s capital is his experience and knowl 
edge, and the value of his services consists in 
the extent of his experience and legal kuowl 
edge; Mr. Schoonmaker is the most ex

Cross-Examined—When I fix the amount 
of compensation I take into consideration the 
time involved to a considcrabls extent; time 
i3 one of the elements; I dou’t know the ex­ 
tent of services performed^»}’ S. and C. in the 
Brodhead case, aud it may he they ought to 
have $1,000 more than the $2,500 stated. 
Re-Direct Examination—Whew I said $2,500 
I put it in round numbers and thought noth­ 
ing about taxable costs; in my opinion the 
money value of a lawyer's’services is whatever 
he can command for those services. 
Cgrenius F. Brill testified that'Cooper gave 
him (Bril!) a deed which he.said was a tteed 
from Brodhead to Brill in trust of his house 
and lot, worth from $12,000 to $14,000; I don’t 
remember that I ever read tho deed and I 
don’t know what the condition was, but 
Cooper told me it was delivered on some con­ 
dition.
